Tho treaty is generally deplored 
because it legalizes what the Na- 
fionalists are prepared to carry 
through illegally, like the collection 
of the Washington surtaxes, thereby 
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convincing them that sufficient per- 
sistence in irregular behaviour will 
always be rewarded by the formal 
sanction of the right to violate 
treaties. 

The only consolation derived by| 
the critics is the embodiment of 
the most favoured nation clause 
which has, latterly, been odious in 
the sight of the Chinese and also 
unfavourably regarded in America, 
bat without whieh, say the diplo 
mats, diplomaey in China would 
degenerate into competitive bidding 
for monopolies an special rights.

Considerable surprise is being ex- 
pressed over the numerous reports 
that elther Dr, C. T, Wang or Dr. 
C.C. Wu would conduct negutia- 
tions with regard to the new Ameri- 
can Treaty, As a matter of fact 
the Treaty has been signed by Mr. 
T. V, Soong and Mr. MacMurray 
the American Minister to China, ard 
the incident is finished, except’ that 
ratifications are requited, in addi- 
tion to its being necessary for China 
to obtain similar treaties with every 
other Power. 

fot Ettective Till December 

‘The ratifications are to take place 
at Washington, Nothing can be. 
done there until December, when the 
short session of Congress meets. 
‘The Treaty must be placed before 
the Senate and ratified by it, in ac- 
cordance with the American Consti- 
tution, Should the Senate fail to 
ratify’ it during the short session, 
it will come before the next Con- 
gress which comes into being on 
March 4. 

‘The first paragraph of the treaty 
then cannot become effective, in any 
circumstance, until after December 
or March 4. But even then, the 
second paragraph of the treaty, 
which includes the Most Favoured 
Nation Clause delays action further, 
for China must mow negotiate 
similar treaties will all Powers.

The following is a translation of 
the Chinese text of the Treaty sign- 
ed by Mr. Soong and Mr. Mac- 
Murray, the English text not yet 
having arrived In Shanghai:

Most Favoured Nation Proviso 

In connection with the above 
‘and other pertinent matters the 
treatment accorded to the con- 
‘tracting parties in their respective 
territories shall be the same as 
that accorded to other nations. 
Under no pretext, whatsoever, 
shall either of the contract 
parties exact customs dues or in- 
terior taxes or any imposition of 
whatsoever nature upon the goods 
imported or exported by the people 
‘of the other. country at rates 
heavier than those paid by the 
people of this and other countries: 

Ie this treaty is ratified by the 
Governments of the contracting 
parties before January 1, 1929, 
the following provisions will take!

English Text to Prevail 

Article Second: ‘The Chinese 
and English text of this treaty 
have been carefully compared and 
verified. In ease of discrepancy 
in meaning the English text shall 
be held as the authoritive text. 

‘The contracting parties shall 
ratify this treaty according to the 
procedure specified in the constitu- 
tions of the respective countries 
at the earliest possible date. 

‘The treaties shall be exchanged 
‘and ratified at. Washington. 

This treaty is made in English 
‘and Chinese and has been signed, 
sealed by the Plenipotentaries of 
the contracting parties. 

Dated and signed July 25, 1928,

Chinese Enthusiasm, 


In’Chinese circles, there is con- 
siderable enthusiasm over this 
Treaty, in spite of the fact that it 










































































is clearly understood that the 
‘Treaty hardly changes anything at 
the present time. It is felt. that 
Mr. T. V, Soong has succeeded in 
breaking the ice, if nothing more, 
and that the United States has re- 
cognized the Nanking Government 
as the de facto Government of 
China. 

‘This recognition was inevitable, 
because the United States is placed 
differently from Great Britain, on 
account of the MacMurray-Huang 
settlement of the Nanking incident. 
‘As a matter of fact before this re- 
cognition was tacitly accorded, the 
‘Sino-American Commission to assess 
damages for the Nanking Incident 
hhad been appointed and this Com 
mission is expected to begin its 
‘meetings this week. 

‘The procedure of de facto recogni- 
ion of Chinese Governments is un- 
usual in diplomatic procedure, 
because relations are never wholly 
broken off, even when there is no 
formal recognition of any ature. 
Consular authorities throughout 
China are constantly dealing with 
local officials as though they 

de facto Governments. The Peking 
Government, after the arrest of Pre- 
sident ‘Tsao Kun, was never re- 
cognized as a de’ jure Government 
and, during the past two or three 
yeats, it has been the universal ex- 
perience for all Powers to treat 
with any Chinese who bad effective 
authority. Examples of this are the 
Chen-O'Malley Agreement and Mr.

They have no 
Power to influence judgments in 
any shape or form, but they may 
register protests in the event that 
they consider injustices have been 
done or if they consider that there 
have been miscarriages of justice.

‘Members of the Sharighai Stu- 
dents Union propose to call a 
National Students Convention” in 
Shanghai on August 20 and a spe- 
cial preparatory committee has been 
appointed to make necessary ac- 
vangements. ‘The following circular 
hhas been issued to the Kuomintang, 
and student organizations through- 
out the eountry:— 
“in accordance with the constitu- 
tion of the National Students Union, 
a National Convention should be 
held once a year. More than a year 
hhas now passed since the 9th Con- 
vention so we must call the 10th 
in order to elect a new committee 
to replace the old members, More 
over, a China has been undergoing 
radical changes in political and eco- 
‘nomical respects and as many sigzni- 
roblems have arisen from the 
new situation, the students, who 
present and constitute the chief 
actors in the Nationalist movement, 
‘and in patriotic activities, ‘should 
take the opportunity to gather to- 
gether in order more effectively to 
work for China's welfare and sup- 
port our diplomats in thelr negotia- 
tions with the foreign Powers.

‘This party not only in- 
cludes the Chen Chi-mei family, the 
senior of whom, Chen Kuo-f00, is 
fat the head of’ the Organization 
Department of the Kuomintang, 
which makes him the effective man 
ager of the Party, but also General 
Chiang Kat-shek, ‘who is nominally 
the head of both’ the Party and the 
Government; and it controls. the 
provisional governments of Ché- 
Kiang and Kiangsu. 

This group is supported by the 
philosopher, Wu, ‘Tze-hui and the 
Anarchist, Li Hsth-tseng, who is the 
leader of the French returned 
student group in Nanking. Tt has 
a connection with the Kuangsi 
sroup through General Li Chi-sen, 
‘who adopts a conciliatory attitude 
whenever it is. possible, and with 
the Right Wing, of the Kuomintang 
lwocause of its connection with the 
September Government of Tast year.

Information from Changsha says 
that, the village of Linkiang, just 
north of the Tungting Lake, ‘has

the London “Times.” This is an 
intriguing topic, for we all spend 
a large part of our lives in work. 
We may play and we need sleep, 
but we must work, and if our 
work is disagreeable we are in 
fa bad case. There is an Indus- 
trial Fatigue Research Board at! 
home and this body has been in- 
vestigating the muscular strain 
necessary in wheeling a barrow 
of bricks. They wanted to 
know what was the 
economical method of tran- 
sporting a certain quantity 
of brick a given distance, ‘That 
is, the most economical in phy- 
sical energy. ‘They employed the 
most up-to-date scientific and 
mathematical methods to deter- 
mine thi question and, ‘when 
they had finished thelr labours: 
and had the formula nicely 
typed with x squared and b 
cubed, they proceeded to in- 
struct the navvy in his job, "T6 
their surprise they found that 
he had long ago solved the 
equation for himself and they 
had nothing to teach him about 
the easiest way of doing hard 
work. This result is, really, as 
instructive as

‘We suspect that most of the 
seientific gentlemen who desire 
to find newer methods of doing:

.. We have often been 
puzzled, when lucky enough to 
dine in a first-class restaurant, 
at the terrifying list of calories 
‘and proteids attached to each 
item on the menu. We want 
good digestion to wait on ap- 
petite and health on both but 
have no taste for a mathematical 
repast, After all, who discovered | 
that bread should be eaten with’ 
butter, porridge with milk (and 
sugar if you be a Sassenach, not! 
otherwise) and roast pork with: 
apple sauce? We have seen a 
Chinese barrowman eat a meal 
consisting of boiled rice and 
salted cabbage—a food deficient, 
according to the dieticians, in 
all the properties needed ‘for 
body-building and yet he wheeled, 
his load weighing over 400 Ib. 
for twenty miles, over a roa 
that was like a’ ploughed field 
before he lay down to sleep on 
‘the earthen floor of the inn 
in which we endeavoured to 
rest for the night. There are 
more things in heaven and in 
wrth than are dreamed of in the 
seientists philosophy,

great deal of nonsense is written, 
nowadays, about the miseries of 
the men who are compelied by 
hard luck to do monotonous and 
exhausting labour.

tors pitied the poor navvies and 
thought them little better than|

CHINA'S FUTURE IN THE 
BALANCE 
Jidy 31, 

‘The fifth plenary session of 
the Kuomintang opens in Nan- 
king to-morrow. Generals from 
north and south are to be there, 
representatives of all the leading 
provinces, great things are to be 
attempted and expectations are 
keen. It is indeed a great oc- 
casion, Never before since the 
Manchus fell has it been pos- 
sible for all the people of China 
to stand together under one flag. 
‘I Manchuria is not represented, 
she is certainly not antagonistic, 
and, as we said recently, there 
is no section that does not sub- 
scribe in principle to the new 
ideas. Moreover it is the first 
‘occasion since the collapse of 
Fengtien that an opportunity is 
given for sober thinking 
collective lines. The past two 
months have been far from re- 
assuring. Superficially, great 
‘talk of reform, grandiose pro- 
mises, impossibly golden pro- 
Jects; beneath the surface, the 
old intrigue and scramble for 
office, intensified by the fresh 
opportunities which the capture

mittee-men, meet to arrange 
their ideas.

‘The issue depends on whether 
ithe Conference will be guided 
by realities or by Will-o'-th’ 
wisp. Will it seek to make real 
progress for China or to make

conference in Shanghai and to 
some extent the subsequent 
financial conference in Nanking 
‘were distinguished above all else 
for their grasp of essentials. 
‘The bankers fastened upon two 
fundamental facts and pressed 
Hthem home with all the force 
they could exert: the need of 
leutting down the army on com- 
prehensive national lines, and 
‘the need of frank recognition 
of international obligations as 
the only means of restoring 
China's credit abroad. The 
fourth plenary session of the 
Kuomintang which met in| 
February also issued a thorough- 
ly practical manifesto, St em- 
Phasized, first, internal recon- 
struction, the principle of gov- 
ernment by law, and a strong 
‘effective administration; then 
jeame educational reform and 
‘then economic improvement. 
Revision of the treaties dropped 
‘to the fourth place. In-harmony 
with this we have General Li 
Chi-sen saying, in the interview 
which we print to-day, that the 
first care should be to restore 
peace throughout the country 
‘and let people get on with their 
‘work, When China has set her 
house in order, says General Li, 
{treaty revision will follow easily 
enough: “It is no use to invent. 
slogans against foreign coun- 
{tries and foreigners.” Yet to 
judge by appearances, treaty 
revision now possesses the Kuo- 
mintang mind to the exclusion 
of every other thought and the 
invention of slogans is the most 
active of all industries. We are 
ery far from seeking to dis- 
suade China from her efforts to 
get the treaties revised. It is 
‘an ambition with which all must 
sympathize. But as a sober 
matter of practical politics, is 
it the most important thing? 
Which causes most material loss 
and inconvenience to ‘the Chi- 
nese people? What is it that 
hampers their work and keeps 
‘them poor? The treaties? Or 
an army of two million men, 
capricious taxation and all its 
attendant evils, and nests of 
Communists and brigands all 
over the country? There can be 
only one answer. The promin- 
ence given by Dr. C. T. Wang 
to treaty revision has done Na-| 
tionalist China no good. It hi 
brought a snub from Japan and 
Italy, a concession which in fact 
is no concession at all from 
America; and elsewhere it has 
awakened grave misgivings as to| 
the seriousness of the Nation- 
alists’ intentions and their 
ability to grapple with the real 
problems which keep China 
down, 

Whether the future capital is 
to be at Nanking or Peking is 
likely to cause heated discussion. 
‘Sentiment is here confronted by 
‘material business considerations, 
On the one side, the will of the 
late Dr. Sun Yat-sen; on the 
other, the total want of accom- 
modation in Nanking for Gov- 
ernment departments of whi 

of course, Peking has more than 
needs. It would cost immense 
sums to convert Nanking into a 
properly equipped seat of Gov- 
ernment and where is the money 
to come from? This is a ques- 
tion on which foreigners have 
no business to offer advice;. but. 
one cannot help thinking that 
Dr. Sun’s preference for Nan- 
king was a part of the days of 
opposition and attack, and that 
he would have changed bis mind 
if he had lived to see Peking in 
Nationalist hands. On one part 
of his political legacy one may 
be permitted to express an 
opinion.

unworkable. It deprives Minis- 
ters of real power and exposes 
‘them to be spied upon and hamp- 
ered at every step, while it is 
a direct encouragement ‘to in- 
trigue and backstairs influence. 
We know that this opinion is 
held by numbers of thinking 
Chinese although they felt that 
no attempt should be made to 
recast the system pending the 
capture of Peking. That difficul- 
ty is now removed-and the way 
cleared for the drafting of a 
national constitution, which, in- 
cidentally, the future relation 
ships of provinces and capital 
makes absolutely indispensable. 
There is s0 much to be done that 
it is hopeless to expect more 
from the coming conference than 
certain principles and outlines 
which it must be-left for time 
to fil in. The bankers at the 
economic conference laid down 
a charter by which a Government 
of any shade might work with 
advantage for the next quarter 
of a century. The great danger 
for Nationalism in the first flush 
of its triumpt is that it may be 
in too great a hurry and attempt 
too much at once. It is the old 
question of putting first things 
first and of making haste slowly.

[As for China’s infant industries, 
‘they seem to thrive in the In- 
ternational Settlement of Shang- 
hai, under the protection of 
foreign troops, while they are 
stagnating in most places in the 
interior because of military 
fexactions. It was Shanghai and 
Hongkong which made the 
Kuomintang possible; it was 
Shanghai which paid the cost 
of the Northern Expedition. On 
the other hand, thousands of 
Chinese troops are dying bec: 
the missionary physicians

And the same writer goes on to 
criticize the actors of the day, 
Jamenting the disappearance of 
the men and women “of great 
magnetism who used to make 
anything seem tolerable.” This 
recalls what was said in these 
columns a few days ago of the 
race of actor-managers, ‘They 
were open to criticism no doubt. 
But they would not have held 
the position they did if they hac 
not been worth it, and they did 
much for the stage and stimulat- 
ed playwrights. 

In America we find the Rev. 
George Reid Andrews, chairman 
of the Church and Drama As- 
sociation of America, writing in 
the “Congregationalist” to com- 
bat the excessively plain-spoken 
and nasty plays of which both 
the British and American stages 
have had such an excessive 
amount in late years. Mr, An- 
drews admits that “every phase 
of. human experience is raw 
material for the dramatis 
he also argues forcibly for selec- 
tive use of such material, in 
harmony with the selection used 
in the training of human tend- 
oncies. 

Why,” Mr, Androws asks, 
“should we permit the dramatist to 
single out these tendencies which 
civilization has succeeded in eurb- 
ing with great labour, and by 
means of the powerful appeal of

hurt, If not the ruin, of our social 

order?

Things 
are bad enough when it takes 
itself too seriously as it certi 
ly would do very soon if it fol- 
lowed his advice, And experi- 
“ence suggests that when the 
stage does that, it is of little 
practical use to itself or anyone 
else. 

‘The bad times through which 
the stage is passing are, perhaps, 
part of the natural process of 
up-hill and down-hill through 
which art and everything else 
has to travel as the world swings 
round. If writers now are turn- 
ing to publishers rather than to 
theatrical producers, their out- 
put does not seem’ much the 
better for it. ‘Technically clever 
as modern novels are, how many 
of them are felt to have the 
qualities of endurance? How 
many of them do we not throw 
down in weariness after only. a 
few chapters? Nor do musie or 
painting seem In a” more satis-

Chungking Seeking to Reform 


Itself: Bad Money and Poor Trade 





A summary of coriditions now 
prevailing far up the Yangtze given 
by one who has had a long ex- 
perience in China, is provided 
Uhrough the recent ’ arrival of Dr. 
James L, MeCartney, the well. 
known Amevioan alienist to Shang- 
Dr, MeCartney who is leaving 
‘again on Augist 11, hax just 
four months in Szechuan, 
Winding up the affairs of his father, 
the Inte Dr. J. H. MeCartney of 
Chungking, and following his return 
to America he will take up his ap- 
pointment as a Fellow of the N: 
tional Committee for Mental 
Uygiene in New York. 
He deseribed the situation in Sze- 
chuan from several points of view. 
Speaking of the commercial side of 
fe there, he said that business was 
at a standstill, “A long history of 
exorbitant. taxation might be given 
‘as the reason for the commercial 
staleniate, An example of what is 
meant is to be seen in the 200 tax 
stations fdund between Chungking 
and Chengtu, stations nominally 
under the control of Gen, Liu 
Hsiang, military governor of the 
provinee, 
‘The War Fizzles Out 


Describing the warring elements 
in the province, Dr. McCartney 
says that Szechuan is filled with 
troops at the present time, In June 
some of the biggest movements took 
place, when Gen. Lin Hsiang and 
Wong Feng-tao, defence commis- 
sioner, made thelr much bruited 
attempt to oust Yang Sen from 
Wanshien, After a pontoon bridge 

. had been flung. across the river and 
numerous reinforcements had been 
sent from Yunnan and the armie: 
sent down river, it was then heard 
that Yang Sen was coming up river 
to meet his adversaries. Midway, 
negotiations were apparently opened, 
though exactly what happened was 
not known generally even in. well- 
informed Chinese circles, and thing: 
settled down once more to a stat 
identical with the situation before. 
‘The sphore of control remains at the 

int time, therefore, Just as it 

betore June, Yang Sen con- 

ling the river between, Wanhaien 
and Tehang. 

‘Meantime the rough Yunnanese 
troops are quartered on the Chinese 
poptilace in the foreigners’ district 
of Chungking, and considerable ap- 
pechensions are maintained on _ac- 
count of the unsavoury reputation 
for looting these troops possess. 

Ships are not now being fired 
upon as regularly as formerly, ac- 
cording to Dr. McCartney who made 
the trip in one week, although 
during June few ships _ passing

Uncomfortable ‘Times Indeed 

From the social aspect _of 
foreigners’ life in Chungking, Dr. 
MeCartney said that a certain 
amount of anti-forvign feoling seom- 
ed to exist. ‘The military authorities 
exercised a certain control in this 
direction. There still remained, 






















































however, a good deal of epithet- | 


hurling by the Chungking populace 
after passing foreigners, ang if 
this were taken seriously, un- 
pleasant situations might result? 
For instance, a foreign resident of 
Chungking was called an insulting 
name as he passed a Chivese sol- 
diersentry and took offence, He 
demanded to see the soldiers's officer 
and was confronted with a drawn 
revolver, He got no nearer to the 
officer and eventually made off. A 
few days Inter while passing’ the 
same place, he had a stone hurled 
at him, anda few more personali- 
ties of the sort which delight the 
Chinese populace, ‘Tender sensibili- 
ties still are not particularly oppor- 
tune as far as the foreigner in 
Chungking is concerned. 


‘The Foreign Community 

‘The resident community consists 
of about 60 at the present time. 
‘There are 18 adult Americans and 
five children, inclusive of several 
naval wives ‘and their families; 16

‘There are three American gun- 
boats in the port, three British, two 
French and two Japanese.

During the past year, only one 
veal tourist has put in an ap- 
pearance at Chungking, when con- 
siderable “local excitement was 
‘eaused. 

‘The Chungking Club, closed since 
the foreign evacuation of more than 
‘a year ago, was re-opened on June 
1,” Tennis ‘and teas twice a week 
are now enjoyed by the foreign 
community, the various ladies of the 
port acting’ as hostesses on different 
occasions. Special entertainment 
has been provided for visiting Bri- 
tish and American Admirals, and 
noon of every Sunday has’ been 
Feconstituted as the hour for a 
community pienic at some body's 
bungalow. ‘The Indies of the com- 
munity are all in the hill 
dungalows, of the first range,” The 
second range having beon destroyed 
last year. 

‘The present season is o 
hottest on record and the 
‘Chungking is lower than it has ever 
been before in July, even in the 
recollections of the oldest Chinese 
of the place. Conditions of drought 
are, therefore, prevalent and above 
Chungking many of the erops have 
not even been planted, 


New City Roads 


Some of the most interesting data 
provided by Dr. McCartney relat 
to the commencement of the s0-c 
led “Now City Roads,” which are 
being constructed by ‘two forelgn- 
trained Chinese engineers, one 
hhaving been educated in France and 
one in England. ‘The rond extends 
three miles into the country. from 
Chungking, and was started about 
fone year ago, At tho time of its 
{ineeption, an announcement» was 
{issued by the Governor of the pro- 
‘vince that all graves were to. have 
thelr contents removed, failing 
Which, within a certain time-limit, 
all bones would be removed by the 
authorities. This was done as re- 

imed bones and three 
wero used as reposi- 
tories and sealed up after the work 
‘of removal was completed, 

‘The proposed system calls for 17 
miles of this road, and already a 
large extent of property abutting it 
‘on cach side has been either bought 
or confiscated by the authorities and 
sold to wealthy Chinese as a pros- 
eetive residence quarter. ‘The road 
‘will continue on to meet the one fru 
Chengtu, which is now about half- 
way to Chungking, oF in the vicinit 
of Suifu, and completion of | th 
part of the programme is expected 
next year, 


Chungking Rebuilding, 

Other aspects of the programme 
point to a real model city for New 
Chungking. “Schools are included in 
the plans, the finances of the muni- 
cipality have beon worked out and 
various other interesting details are 
projected. In Chungking itself are 
evidences of strect-widening, and 
whether the one follows on the other 
or precedes, the fact remains that 
‘a new impetus has been given for 
the purchase of motor ears. To Dr. 
‘McCartney's knowledge 11 new cars 
have been shipped into Chungking 
and Chengtu during the past few 
months, A steady’ shipment of 
riesha parts are also an innovation, 
hitherto unknown . in Chungking 
where sedan-chairs have long been 
the principal means of transporta. 
tion, 












































Panchan Lama, _ recently 
invited by the military oficials of 
the province, has now taken up hi 
residence in Chungking, and several 
Jarge public gatherings at which 
prayers for peace were the principal 
Features have been conducted by the 
Lama.

Crime and Insanity 


When Dr. MeCartney arrives in 
New York he will continue with 
what is an extremely interesting 
braneh of work. Discussing it yes- 
terday he declared that American 
statisties for the past few years 
show in alarming increase in nervous 
and criminal cases, especially as 
regarded the younger generation. In 
his work with the Committee’ for 
Mental Hygiene, Dr. McCartney 
will be serving ‘directly under the 
Commonwealth Fund, a Rockefeller 
Foundation subsidy for the purpose 
‘of combatting crime and unrest 
‘among the younger generation, All 
branches of mental—and psycho- 
therapy, or the dingnosis of 
physical and mental adjustment are 
included this work. The 
‘organization has become ° intern 
tional during the past few months, 
Europe now also co-operating in the 
work of finding out the underlying 
psychological or physical reasons for 
criminals. Problem children are 
referred to the New York Clinic to 
which Dr. MeCartney will be

‘The facts are that the Chinese 
‘American Bank's Government loans| 
amount to approximately six 
millions, which has naturally eaused 
fan inroad on its capital. Recently, 
therefore it planned reorganization| 
and invited the Banks of China, of 
Communications, the Continental, 
Kincheng and Salt Banks to partici- 
pate. These banks, after careful 
examination af ‘the Chinese- 
American Bank's books, and making} 
some suggestions for reorganization, 
yesterday agreed to support it up| 
to two millions,

A FAMOUS VESSEL 
ASSES OUT 








P. & 0,'S. China, Sold to Ja- 
panese Breakers 


With the hauling down of the 
British colours on board the China 
in Osaka at 9 a.m. on July 23, an- 
other P. & 0. steamer passes into 
the shipbreakers’ hands, says the 
“Japan Chronicle.” 

‘The China, which was one of the 
best-known and most popular of 
the company's ships, was built by 
Messrs. Harland & Wolff, Ltd., of 
Belfast, and launched in July, 1896. 
She was one of a new class of which 
five in all were built, and way the 
only one built by the Belfast firm. 
Costing some £60,000 more than the 
others, she was reckoned the crack 
ship of the fleet when she was first 
put into service. She outlived her 
four sister ships by six years, the 
last being the ill-fated Egypt. ‘The 
‘others—the India, Arabia, and Per- 
‘sia, all met disastrous but glorious 
ends during the Great War, while 
carrying out their duties as’armed 
merchantmen. 

Ashore on Perim 

‘The China herself nearly eame 
an early end by ranning 
the island of Perim, at 
end of the Red Sea, early in 19 
‘on the voyage home from Austral 
‘She remained on the i 
tember of the same year, when, 
after many ineffective efforts, she 
was floated off. The P. & 0. Co's 
own staff did this work, with two 
salvage steamers standing by. She 
was patched up and returned to the 

‘own steam, a1 
irely new bottom was put 
‘ag far as the forward funnel. 
‘The China was ayain put into 
is 1900 on the Acs 
‘tralian run, and here she was still 
‘one of the most popular ships on 
account of her comfort and speed. 
Hospital Service in War 

‘When the “M” class superseded 
the India and China class she was 
put on the Bombay mail run till the 
war, throughout which she served 
ay a naval hospital ship. At the 
cessation of hostilities she was fitted 
up as a transport, and used for 

troops, back to England. 
During this period she broke the 
record from London to Bombay 
completing the voyage in a little 
over 17 days—a time that still holds.

COINERS UNEARTHED 
AT CANTON 


Big Haul of Plant and Spurious: 
Money: Smart Police Work 


Canton, July 22nd. 
‘A big counterfeiters’ den was an- 
earthed last Friday afternoon at 
5 o'clock when a large contingent 
of Police raided the Tak Sun Wo 
‘Masonry Store in Im Chong Street. 
near Sap Sam Hong, the “Wall 
Street” of Canton, “Ten persons 
have been placed under arrest, in- 
cluding two women. ‘The raid nett 
ed more than $10,000 of forged 
stamped notes of the Central Bank. 
of China, several case of counter- 
felt silver money, 65 bars of lead 
alloy for making counterficit twen- 
ty-cent pieces, one small metallurgi- 
eal furrace with two wooden boxes 
for forcing draft air into it, a com- 
plete set of machinery for coining 
bad money, a stamp for stamping the 
four characters Chung Yang Choong 
Hong, of the Central Bank, on each 
banknote in imitation of the Cen- 
tral Bank of China, and other 
Paraphernalia for the same purfose, 
All this has been taken to the Cen- 
Police Station. ‘The Polics 
said that this was the biggest haul 
they had ever made in this line. 
Act on Information 

The raid was the result of in- 
formation furnished to Police In- 
spector Kong Sai Wing who at once 
went to the Central Police Station 
and reported the matter to the 
Police Commissioner Tang Shi- 
tang. The Police Commissioner 

nt two detectives, Li Hon Ying 
nd Kung Hing-ehing, in civili 
clothes to investigate. By means 
of some very adroit work the detec- 
tives. gained entrance into the den 
and say what was going on. The 
counterfeiters were entirely _un- 
aware that their visitors were Gov- 
‘ernment officers and accepted them 
as bona fide merchants coming to 
bay bad money from them. The 
detectives then went back and re- 
ported what they had seen to the 
Police Commissioner, who at once 
gave the order for the raid. 

Thoroughness of Police 

A Police cordon was drawn round 
the street in question and all ity 
outlets were closed, no one being 
allowed to pass in or out of the 
prohibited area. This having been 
done, the patvols rushed into the 
masonry store to arrest the coiners. 
But somohow they had learned of 
the approach of the Police and had 
made good theit escape, with the 
exception of two fokis, Hoh Poon 
Yuan and Law Fook Lam, who were 
mediately arrested. ‘The den was 
rstematieally searched, but nothing 
iogal was unearthed. ‘This puzzled 
the Police greatly, as they were 
quite sure of the place, But sub- 
sequent search of the adjacent. 
‘store, which appeared to be su 
picious, revealed the contraband 
noted above. Four men and two 
women were found in this second 
dea and were at once arrested and 
taken back to the Police Station. 
$5,200 in banknotes were discover- 
Kong Daily Press.” 
fed in a room, all bearing forged 
stamps and seals of the Central 
Bank of China. $12,068 of un- 
stamped Central Bank of China 
notes were discovered hidden be- 
hind a sink, All this, with the 
money making paraphernalia, was 
taken back to the Police Station, 

Banks Involved 

Subsequent investigation revealed 
that three banks were connected 
with this illegal business. These 
banks were immediately searched

many boxes of counterfeit money. 
Most of the ringleaders have now 
been placed under arrest, but some 
have made good their escape. The 
names of these three banks are 
Lung Yick, Fat Kee, and Nam 
Fung. These raids lasted until 
midnight. 

The Police Commissioner was s0 
pleased with the work of his men 
that he gave them special commen- 
dation, and said that they will soon 
receive promotion, ‘The Commis- 
sioner fuither remarked that had it 
not been for these raids, the finna- 
cial problem might have again 
plunged the Government into 
difficulty.

Authorities Faced With Serious 
Problem: Hardships of Poor 





Fnom Ore OWN Contesroxnent 
Hongkong, July 28. 

Hongkong is facing an acute 
water shortage on account of the 
sparse rainfall during. this hot 
season. ‘This water famine has al- 
ready seriously affected the poorer 
class of people who have to obtain 
sifpplies from street fountains. 

For years the Public Works De- 
partment has attempted to solve 
this problem. “The well-to-do peo- 
ple do not feel the pinch at all, be 
cause in their homes are installed 
water metres which assure a co 
tinuous supply at all time, 

‘The other houses in less exclusive 
distriets do not enjoy this privilege, 
and though pipes are installed lead 
ing to the reservoirs, the supply is 
cut off during water shortage, 
Roughly estimated, about four-fifths 
of the houses and shops in Hong- 
Kong have no water metres, and in 
dry months the people in thes 
localities have to obtain water from 
street fountains which are intended 
fas a check to the unlimited con. 
‘sumption of water. ‘The burden of 
‘xetting water in this way is all the 
heavier, these hot days, when more 
is needed for washing and drinking,

KERCHIEFS: 


‘A 1-year old Chinese, who des- 
cribed himself as a broker, and who 
had a penchant for handkerchiefs,

New Instalment of British Diplomatic Documents Dealing 
with the Testing of the Entente 


London, Aug, 1. 


Important sidelights on the 
origins of the Great War are sup-

Notable among the documents i 
@ long secret memorandum by Sic 
(then Mr.) Eyre Crowe, who later 
became Permanent Under-Secretary 
of Stato for Foreign Affairs, dated 
January 1, 1907, in which he ex- 
mines German policy and action in 
Moroceo and South Afriea during 
the Boer War, and also in Zanzibar, 
and the efforts made to improve 
relations between Great Britain and 
Germany. 

In the course of the memorandum 
Sir Eyre Crowe wrote: “The suc- 
eessors of Bismarck apparently re- 
gard it as their ultimate purpose 
to extract valuable concessions from 
England by offensive bluster and 
persistent nagging.” He compared 
their attitude towards Great Britain 
to that of a professional black- 
mailer. 

Attached to some of the docu- 
‘ments ave minutes penned by 
King Edward VIL showing that he 
had no illusions as regards German 
feeling for Great Britain, “A case

‘The documents include a pen- 
portrait of the ex-Kaiser, written in 
1906 by Sir Frank Lascelles, the 
British Ambassador at Berlin.

Jesty’s Government the Kaiser, 
translating the remark into diplo- 
matic language, told Sir Frank 
Lascelles to say that he had received 
the communication with great in- 
terest and satisfaction. The Am- 
bassador, summing up, says that he 
concluded that the Kaiser thought 
sabre-rattling and moustache-twirl- 
ing a befitting attitude for the ruler’ 
of a mighty empire but, in reality, 
he was aniniated by "the most, 
pacifie sentiments.—Reuter.

Greatest Improvement Last Year| 
Since the War 

Geneva, July 1. 
In 1927 the improvement in econo- 
mic conditions in Europe was 


greater than in any other year since 
the war, whereas the level of econo- 
mic activity in the United States 
was not more than maintained.

‘The story of a dramatic event in 
recent history—the assassination of 
the monk Rasputin by Prinee Yus- 
sopoff and several other Russians 
who regarded Rasputin as a public 
danger—is likely to be discussed 
before a French court of justice. A 
daighter of Rasputin ‘is now 
domiciled in France, and she has| 
begun proceedings against Prince 
‘Yussopof and the Grand Duke 
Dimitri Pavloviteh, who also inhabit 
this country. 

Prince Yussopoff gave the worll 
his version of the affair some years 
ago in a book published in Paris. 
His references to Rasputin may 
have provided grounds for an action 
for posthumous libel, but it is not 
easy to see why a French tribunal 
‘should be expected to pass judgment 
on a political act committed in a 
foreign country nearly twelve years 
ago, Rasputin was “executed” on 
the night of December 16, 1916, but 
the men who killed him were never 
tried by a court of justice. ‘The 
Grand Duke Dimitri says that he 
‘was placed under arrest in his own 
residence for a week, He twice ap- 
plied to be tried by court-martial, 
but the Tsar would not hear of it 
and packed the Grand Dake off to a 
very unpleasant post in Pei 
‘The Grand Duke objected strongly 
at the time but his exile saved his 
life, Had not the Tsar sent him 
away he would most probably have 
eon massacred with the rest of the 
Imperial family.

‘The Slow Step of Departments 


‘The adoption of modern equip- 
ment in the public service in France 
is often hampered by Parliamentary 
procedure, Government depart 
‘ments in all countries are notorious- 
ly slow to move, and when two oF 
three are concerned in one question, 
and when, as in France, official and 
Parliamentary sanction has to be 
obtained even for small expenditure, 
it is a laborious business to get any- 
thing done, 

For years the Post Office sorters 
who work tm tho main-line trains 
hhave been clamouring for steel vans 
Instead of the old-fashioned wooden 
constructions. which on several oc- 
easions have caught fire in railway 
smashes. A vote providing for 120| 
steel sorting-vans was included in 
this year’s estimates, and. the 
Finance Ministry suggested to the 
Post Office that they should be sup- 
plied by Germany on reparatio 
‘account. ‘The Post Office, rather: 
unwillingly, complied, bat’ pointed 
out that it could exercise no proper 
control over details if the vans were 
mado in a foreign country. ‘Then 
the French builders took exception 
to the contracts being placed abroad, 
and tho Ministry of Publie Works 
espoused their cause. 

‘The Ministry of Commerce, which 
controls the Post Office, held up the 
specifications while it tried to make 
up its mind. After waiting some 
time, the department which looks 
after reparations in kind inquired 
whether the vans were or were nof, 
to be supplied by Germany, and 
finally the Post Office ordered 30 
from Germany and the rest from 
French builders, 

As for the sorters, they held a

Our Kiating Correspondent Tells 
of ‘Trips in Canada and U. S. 


‘Your Kiating correspondent has 
been enjoying a holiday in America, 
and one of the delights has been 
the opportunity to motor across the 
country. He “thought that this 
might form the basis of an article, 
for there may be some in China who 
are contemplating home leave or 
perhaps part of in this country to 
form the topic for this artice. 

In all of the “Heralds” which 
have come to hand, there has been 
Tittle reference to the great 
provement in the way of motor 
roads in West China. A new motor 
road has been opened between 
Chengtu and Kiating, a distance of 
about 115 miles. Other trunk lines 
have been started out cf Chengta, 
east and north-east and soon the 
great city of Chungking will be link- 
ed up witth the capital city. The 
big salt rond between Tzeliutsing and 
Pushun is now improved for motors 
and soon will extend southward to 
the city of Luchow. All this goes 
to show that in a comparatively 
short time one will be able to motor 
all over West China. Motor dealers 
with an eye for business, will do well 
to keep in touch with the excellent 
opportunities which are afforded in 
West China, 

‘Across Canada 


One may start at Halifax and go 
over an all-Canada motor road right 
to Vietoria B.C., and that over reads 
that are in good condition. Of 
course there are more than one road 
‘across the continent in the United 
States, and the trip from New York 
or Washington can be made west- 
ward, thibugh Chicago. either to 
Seattle or San Francisco, and over 
good highways all the’ distance.

From this latter city one takes the 
ferry to Pictou which'lands one in 
‘Novia Scotia, and from which point 
fone motors east to the extreme 
eastern portion of Scotia, taking in 
the great mining district of the

‘From the north east point ofthe 
province we retrace our steps to 
New Glasgow, and drop down to 
Truro and Halifax, the Eastern 
extremity of the Trans-Canada 
highway.

A glance at the re- 
cords of any mission hospital will 
convince the most sceptical that 
hundreds of thousands of Chinese 
‘must have died in the last year, who 
could have been cured by the hos- 
pitals within their reach, had they 
been open. 

‘When Famine Comes 


Severe famines have devastated 
parts of China and are still un- 
ehecked but there has been no one 
to bring the news to the ear of a 
sympatheti¢ world, Famine relief 
ean never be accomplished in China 
unless there be a number of mis- 
sionaries resident in the district 
whose hearts are touched by the 
suffering and who give themselves 
‘whole-hearted to world wide cam- 
paigns for raising funds. And when 
funds "arrive from sympathetic 
‘countries both donorf and bene: 
ficlaries 100k. to the missionarie 
fon the committees to ensure a fai 
‘and wise distribution of the, same 
In driving’ out the missionaries the 
‘militarists and politicians ave con- 
demned millions of their fellow. 
countrymen to slow starvation and 
one dares not estimate how many 
of these have actually died. 
Nationalists’ Worst Blunder

Something to Bargain With 


Even after the missionaries had 
been driven out, hundreds of them 
losing their all in their flight, many 
of them clung to the conviction that 
the feeling against them was not 
at all reprosentative of the Nation- 
alist politicians and soldiers and 
insisted that the Nanking incident 
was the work of a very few 
irresponsibles, But as mission sta- 
tions one after the other received 
the same traatment in the ensuing 
months thelr theory was no longer 
tenable. Some hope was aroused 
last spring when there was a verbal 
expression of responsibility but the 
months have dragged by with no 
restoration of the looted property. 
Gradually the missionaries are be- 
coming convinced that they are be- 
ing held out as something to trade 
on—if certain Nationalist demands 
are met our property may be Te- 
stored, otherwise we have no chance 
of getting it back at all. 

In conclusion we come back 
the point from which we started; 
what are we going to do? AS 
custodians of the many million dot 
lars worth of property that has been 
Duilt up on our appeals, we cannot, 
let go unless forced so to do. A.
